Under his supervision construction work of all 
types was completed during the four years service. 
His work since then, conducted as an independent 
highway consulting engineer, has included services 
for states, municipalities, towns, counties and Ul­ 
lages in planning highways and systems of high­ 
ways and paving. He is universally recognized as one 
of the most impartial engineers in the country, favor­ 
ing no particular type of road construction and hold­ 
ing the confidence of proponents of all types of high­ 
ways.
